Tho splicing1 nnd 


knotting of ropo, also wlro work and 
sail making, aro practiced In tho rig- 
glng-Ioft, and thl« Ifi really ono of tho 
greatest tanks Cor untieing rope Is an 
Intricate and dlftlcult piece of work 
which requires nn unusual amount of 
patience. Tho handling of boats un- 
der oar or sail la thoroughly mastered 
on water after thewo particular move- 
ments aro learned by practice on land, 
A cutter Is sot up In camp, where the 
men aro si von Instruction in rowing 
and nall-HottlnK 
1. There Is something 


tnter^stlnp In -watching a dozen young 
men climb Into a stationery boat 
propped up on land under a tree sev- 
eral hundred yards 1'rom water, nnd at 
tho word from an ofllcer go through 
the rowing motion in perfect unison. 
Sails are "aet" at another command, 
and tho men get Into tho regular posi- 
tions taken in actual sailing.

they havQ become perfect In handling 
tho land boat they aro sent out in 
boats on tho nearby water and taken 
through a nor lea of evolutions, quickly 
changing from ono to another.

Some of tho men are 


given a special course 'dloiig theso 
lines, as the, hospital corps is some- 
times made up there. InCantry drills 
of every description, Including sham 
battles, must bo gone through -with 
frequently five hundred men being: in 
action. Tho^seUIng up exercises, too, 
form a part'of tho training for this 
keeps tho nia^n in good 'physical con- 
dition. . Bag' Inspection" encourages 
neatness, as every man must have his 
clothes clean, properly mended and 
stowed so as to display his name on 
them during inspection. 
Tho men 


must learn to do their own wash Ins1, 


and for *..tlm« tnin IB.a.t^lal to tho 
boy whosft mother haa looked after 
his laundry. Many of the recruits are 
absolutely at sea as/to how to/begin, 
and there is .considerable fun :at "their 
expense. , A long bench la 'provided 
together with plenty oC soap, arvd a 
scrubbing, brush."' If tha .weather IB 
Inclement the'nien do" their..laundry 
work In the -biff wash.: house' provided 
for that purpose; Nautical iroplng Is 
a peculiar'process,. as the clothes are 
dried In shape by.being pulled straight 
while on tho Jino. This makes press- 
Ing with an Iron unnecessary and the 
white duck suits laundered In this 
fashion really look .quite an well as 
th.e ones which have been ironed. 


Three substantial meals aro served 


—not tho delicacies of the season, but 
plain food of tho very best quality. 
This Is prepared by enlisted men who 
arc graduates from tho Navy cooking 
school at Newport, Rhode Island. The 
camp IB policed by several of the sail- 
ors, tho pilot house nC an old steamer 
being used as police headquarters. 
Everything about the training station 
is In flno sanitary condition. 
The 


grounds are always clean, and tho men 
aro cautioned against throwing waste 
paper or refuse about tho plnco.' Spe- 


cial caro la given to the drinking wa- 
ter.The United. States Government be- 
lieves in the old adage "All worlc and 
no play makes Jack a dull boy," so 
tho boya have plenty of time for rec- 
reation during their training. 
They 


organize football and baseball teams 
and put up some excellent games. 
They learn the catchy songs, of the 
day and delight In playing all'sorts 
0.1! harmless tricks on each other. The 
Y. M. C. A. has a building on the 
reservation where concerts, moving 
iilctures and lectures are given. TVrit- 
ing home is also encouraged here, and 
i writing room is maintained for the 
•asp of the men for that 
purpose. 


Plenty of time Is "allowed for play 
and at no time is the work beyond 
their, strength, for no nation safe- 
guards the health of the men of Ha 
Navy to a greater extent than the 
United States. 
At Newport, Rhode Island, about 


tho- same training la given but the 
Naval authorities consider It wise to 
lv«jep,,>th.e, younger boys to themselves 
during tho preparatory period. 
The 


greater part of the training: there, es- 
pecially In winter, must be done In- 
doors on account of the cold weather. 
Recently «. largo preparatory station 
has been-erected, on Lake Michigan 
near Chicago and about six hundred 
yo.ung,, ija.vR'-v.-are, already in training 
there..

One of the beauties of the United 


States Navy service Is that it Is not 
pictured OB a place where tho man 
may spend a' life of ease, for before 
ho enlists ho Is made to understand 
th"a"t close attention to the duties as- 
signed 
IH the only road to promo- 


tion. 
The kind of work to be done 


haa been shown over and ovor again 
by the use of motion pictures. 
The&e 


included coallnir ehlp, scrubbing decks 
and doing laundry work. 


At tho expiration of the period of 


training, which usually, lasts about 
four months, tho apprentice Is sent 
on shipboard and rated aa an ordi- 
nary seaman with pay of nineteen dol- 
lars per month. 
Here active duty 


begins, and the boy from the training 
sphppl becomes a full Hedged sailor 


charged with the patriotic taak oC 
obeying orders as becomes Use honor 
and g-lory of hie cotintrjt It requires 
nearly a thousand men to man some 
of our battleships, and the effieien-t 
manner In which these floating ar- 
senals aro handled deptnda somewhat 
on the ability of the bluejacket to 
understand and asecuta naval orders, 
consequently the men must be thor- 
oughly equipped1 for their work be- 
fore thny are sent to t&e ship*. 


After ten years' service the -enlisted 


man Is entitled to a pension If he is 
unable to serve further becauae of 
physical disabilities. 
After 
twenty 


years on leaving- th« service h«. ia 
given the choice ol one-half pay for 
life at his lost rating or a home for 
the rest of hla days in the Naval 
Homo at Philadelphia. Thla alone Is 
a drawing card ks no trade or position. 
In civil life offers 00 znany advantages 
In this respect. 


The enlisted man of toffay 13 mada 


to feel that he Is Just as much a part 
of the Navy as a coromlBeioned officer. 
"While his responsibilities may. not be 
as great he .ia expected to perform his 
duties, whatever th«y may be—from, 
coal passer to warrant, officer, with 
fidelity and devotion . to . hla country. 
Tho old faehtoned idea that «. man. 
in uniform te not -welcome at places 
oC amusement la becoming obsolete. 
One of the beet evidences of this waa 
shown when a well-known actor who 
was playing at .one of'the leading the- 
aters Jn ."Washington sent one hundred 
couponed seats -with hla compliments 
to the'enllsted men at the Washington 
Navy Tard.

Mexico and learn how they do things 
In this the oldest mining town of tho 
jrreatsUver urul goSd belt that stretches 
through northern Mexleu, 
Guana- 


juato Is pronounced 
Uko Wah-na- 


wah-to aad tho ntuue metina "Thu 
IIlU of tlie frog" und people havo 
been mining In utitf around hero for 
centuries. Th«py live In little two and 
tme-siorl«d ndobo or mud houses that 
look like bases hunting on tho hill- 
side, or If they happen to bo mlna 
crwn^rs th«y dwell In picturesque 
bungalow*. But Iho old port of tho 
town 
remains 
unchanged 
though 


Americans have Introduced 
up-to- 


dalo mining machinery loto tho mines. 
At about tfto ?ann time tho rnliroad 


decided to build Into the town and 
tho Inhabitants slowly, very slowly— 
nothing In do no In hunt a down there— 
bei?an "to tako notice," Some one dis- 
covered that the now mining machin- 
ery was extracting much mam oro 
than by the old patio process, and some 
one clue remembered that tho forlorn 
old huta wuro made Irum rofuso of

Tho rail- 
road company bought land that wad 
covered with thc*o charactoriHtlc rnutl 
houses that It might huvo a station 
silo. An enterprising1 company ma do 
an offer fur tho dwellings on tho prop- 
erty and Guanajuato became a sort 
of gold brick town and many of its 
dccruyld huts were torn down Cor the 
minerals they contained.

than another. Tho kitchen might run 


higher than tho parlor and stops 
miff lit anstiy moro than tho kltchun.

Tno element aC uncertainty added to 
tho Intorcut In this queer aalvago Balo 
and tho common people who sold tholi; 
abodes, nmdu moro money than they 
had ever dreamed of in tliulr hand-to- 
mouth, mamum-going lives. 


This ancient town is a stranga mix- 


ture of tho old and now.

tho humblo adobo dwollinjs 


\vhlch* clmgr to tho hlllsldo like for- 
trosscB of the Middle Agas there aro 
handsome homes surrounded by beau- 
tiful green gardens and no city in 
Mexico' Is moro'qualntundpicturosCiUO. 
Tho rldo from tho nearby town of 
Marfll. through1 tho barranca and up 
strange streets that aro steep and 
narrow suggoatH !tho mountain faat- 
nosseo of Switzerland. The irrogular, 
precipitous, rock paved paths aro bor- 
dered In places by stairways that com- 
municate from ono turcaco to another 
and ua tho town lies In. a1 pockat l;n

tho mountalna It has but ono natural 
entrance, .in 1908 sevoro damage was 
done Guanajuato by a Hood and tlio 
dlan-'.cr was attended by' loas oil life 
and property. Evidences _ of this are 
on every aide of tho roadway from 
Mar HI and tho broken 'down adobe 
houses and abandoned reduction mills 
look liko hutfo costloa erected to repel 
bandits and robbers. 
. This remarkable rldo from Marfll 
between broken down four and nvo- 
storlcd housaa that cllriiy to the hill 
like cliff dwellings and some of which 
show iron grill work that would graco 
an American home, Is but tho precur- 
sor oil moro wonders for It leads 'to a 
small handsome plassa in the upper 
part ol! the city with reservoirs and 
terraced .drives and walks in front of 
unique prival-; residences doco rated 
hi Pompeiian colors. 
Many oil- these 


are occupied by Americana and thoy 
aro built around charming patios flll- 
od with ilowers and .tropical plants.

before them aro swans. 
Peacocks 


and Japanese pheasants strut in con- 
sciiou.s pride up and down the lawns 
and tho whole Heoma a bit of Utopia 
after tile strange approach. 


Tho real enjoyment In Guanajuato 


comes from watching the 6dd street- 
scenes. People, children, donkeys and 
dogs swarm tho narrow streets like 
lltes arid there IH an endless procession 
of burros laden with pro, with fodder 
for tho mines, or with water bottles 
made oC pig akina that make a gur- 
gling sound with every motion of the 
animal. 
There Is a motley throng, 


morning, noon a.id night, of foreign- 
ers—Ge.rmr.ins, Americans, Spaniards, 
and Aztec Indians—which run tho 
gauntlet from tho C'iaboratoly clothed 
to tho partly clad poon and the wholly 
naked chilti. 
Many buy Ice cream 


from, tho Ice-cream vendor who la pe-. 
'culiar to this place 113 ho carries on 
his head a freezer with little' tin tubes 
for extracting the delicacy. 
A Mex- 


ican market is always interesting but 
here tho market overflows Its narrow 
limits Into tho narrower atreets and it 
Is necessary to pick a way through 
piles, of dry goods, vegetables, crock- 
ery, hats, shoes and straw baskets, 
displayed on the pavement. Many of 
tho pieces of pottery are different from 
that found 'elsewhere for they are 
made of a variegated sandstone, blue, 
green and brown. This same mate- 
rial adds to tho beauty of some of the 
better class homes. 
Interesting Guanajuato Is far rnore 


than a geographical expression for 
besides Jjt'lng: picturesque and contra- 


dictory II haa a history that *ls con- 
nected with tho Mexican revolution 
that Treed the country from Spanish 
rule. 
The Alhondiga do Granaditas, 


which was erected in 1785 for a com- 
mercial exchange ia In the centre of 
the town. It is now used In part for 
a school and carcel or prison, When 
Hidalgo, the patriot priest started to 
froo Mexico he attacked the city with 
his untrained Indians and the Span- 
lards (led to 'this fortress. 
Hero they 


withstood attack until a brave Indian 
took a Hat stone on his back and un- 
der this cover, unharmed b; the bul- 
lets which rained on him, he managed 
to reach the gates and set them on 
(Ire. Thus: the garrison was routed. 
The next year the Spaniards had their 
revenge for brave Hidalgo was de- 
featcfd, captured, shot and his head 
and those of three of his companions 
—Allcnde, Aldama and Jimenez—were 
brought to Gxianajuato and tho four 
wero hung from tho four corners of 
tho building1. 


Besides this historic structure there 
are old churches with galleries across 
tho front and thero is a Juarez The- 
atro which took twenty years to build 
at a cost of a million dollars. It is a 
structure any town might envy. 
In 


spite ol! the poverty of the lower 
classes this theatre Is well patronized 
for their are many Influential and dis- 
tinguished foreigners living here as 
well as Mexicans of the better'class. 
The American element predominates 
but there are Britishers and Germans 
*— all making a congenial coterie de- 
termined to g-et i.-hiu pleasure there 
is In this strange Mexican place. 
'This remarkable "Hill of tho Frog" 


has a cemetery on top of the hill, 
which

continent. 
This charnel house 
it; 


filled with the ossified bodies o£ per-

Aa tha 
sa.dU.le consists merely of a pack of

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Walks and Driveways. 


Wtere the householder li merely 
cking a mcana of getting from hla 


houao to eomo outsldo point, "without 
wetting tho solo ot his «hoe in damp 
weather, there In no Buljtitltuto lor a 
cement walk. It Is clean, dry, troooth 
and practically Impertsbalile, but It IB 
not artistic, i no, not even pretty. And 
lots ot UB,prdcr to be artlBtio even 
it It Is damper. 


Cement sidewalks do not harmonize 


with formal gardens. Tbey are- too 
modern. Neither do they flt Into tho 
bcautltul or picturesque landBC&pe, be- 
cause In both they are too regular 
and mechanical. In taot the best pave- 
ment known to man has a hard time 
plimslng the doctors ot cunre and per- 
spective. They toll us th*t there Is 
little senae In. going to a lot of 
trouble to get the lawn, flower beds, 
garden, shrubs and trees, all parts of 
a harmonious picture, and then ruin 
the entire effect by drawinr a white 
chalk mark across the benutlful caa 
vaa, In the form ot a. straight cement 
•walk. 


Ot coarse these sentiments would 


not apply to wallia which are much 
traveled, but where some effort Is 
made to have the home and Its sur- 
roundings both beautiful and in har- 
mony, tho character and course of the 
private walks and driveways Is ot 
great Importance, because It la by 
them that we approach or leave the 
house, and along these approaches the 
eye most frequently trarels. 


If we must hare cement walks, let 


them" bo modest In their demeanor, 
tholr tint a gray, or, best of all, a pale 
green. The edgpa snugly Joined to the 
turf, bordered, it you will, by beds of 


perennials, with clamps ot shrubs In 


bends, so as to hide the successive 


views until the full oirect Is made In- 
stantly, upon rounding each bent. 
This rule applies to roadways an well 
as walks. 


Do not curve a road or walk with- 


out some apparent reason. A curve 
without any excuse Is merely a wiggle 
and It's worse tha'n a straight line— 
far worse. This doe« not mean that 
long 
lines 
may not properly be 


curved, because they should be, but 
If there Is no natural object to curve 
them around, plant something there, 
a flower bed, a tree or a clump of 
buehea. Nature may abhor a vacuum, 
but fiho abhors a straight line, too, and 
all of her curve* have some reason. 


A brick, tile or flag walk la por- 


mlesible in a formal garden or land- 
scape, because tt is ancient In usage, 
not because It Is natural. In beautiful 
or plctures<rae scenes the very .best 
taste In walks Is close-cnt green- 
sward, high enough to dry off rapidly. 
Itaxt In good order, and certainly the 
rnont popular natural walk, Is gravel, 
round gravel from tome old water 
course or beacb. 


Gravel la also Out best material for 


the private drive* with the possible 
exception of crusted limestone. Make 
tho foundation ot your gravel walk or 
driveway firm, with a good ereat In 
the center. Make the first two Inches 
coarse and the next two finer, binding 
all with a liberal top coating of sand, 
cinder* or fine crushed stone. Holl it 
with a heavy roller and keep vehicles 
off 
when wet. Rafee the 
surface 


smooth after each rain and keep the 
weeda out. A good way to kill w'eedi 
la to soak them with a solution of one 
pound araenata of soda to three gal' 
lona of water.
